WALL CRASH 


A SOUTHEND kitesurfer has 
died after crashing into a sea wall 
in high winds. 

Mark Paxton suffered fatal 
injuries when he was blown back 
from the foreshore at Ray Creek, 
Point Clear, St Osyth, on Sunday 
at around 10.30am. He was with 
several fellow surfers from 
Southend. 

It is believed Mr Paxton - one 
of the most experienced 
kitesurfers in Essex - had just 
returned to the shore to change 


kites and was relaunching into 
the water when the tragedy hap¬ 
pened. 

Friends and fellow kiters paid 
tribute to Mr Paxton, who was 
described as an “exceptionally 
proficient” boarder. 

Simon Mudd, 52, chairman of 
the Essex Kitesurfers’ Club, said 
many people were still in shock. 

“Mark stood out as a lovely 
guy, who was an extremely tal¬ 
ented kitesurfer.

A127 CROSSINGS CHAOS

HORSE riders campaigning for a 
crossing on the A127 at Progress 
Road, Leigh, have criticised roads 
chiefs following a fatal collision. 

Joseph Sheridan, 13, from 
Wickford, died following a collision 
with a BMW shortly after 8pm last 
Monday, February 15, on the A127 at 
Basildon. 

There have been more than 10 fatal¬ 
ities on the A127 in the last 10 years, 
and the British Horse Society has 
demanded that bridges or underpasses 
are built for horses, pedestrians and 
cyclists. 

The society’s Essex Access officer 
Marlene Curtis has been campaigning 
for a crossing at Progress Road for 
more than 10 years. 

She said: “Years ago horse riders 
could cross the A127 and spend hours 
using the bridleways over the north 
side. Essex County Council has a 
statutory duty to facilitate access 
along these historic highways, but 
riders and pedestrians are now being 
denied access. That is not acceptable.” 

A rally of ramblers and horse riders 
will be held on Tuesday morning at 
Rushbottom Lane, North Benfleet, 
where the bridleway meets the A127. 
They have criticised Essex Council 
for failing to ensure walkers and 
horse-riders can cross the busy road. 

Last week’s fatal collision occurred 
close to the A127’s junction with Oak 
Lane, where a public right of way is 
interrupted by the busy road. 

A day after Joseph Sheridan’s death, 
campaigners closed the A127 in both 
directions with parked cars, calling 
for a footbridge to be installed at the 
right of way. 

An online petition has now been 
launched, attracting more than 500 
signatures. It was set up by Michael 
Coates, who lost two friends - 


Leearna Briggs, who was pregnant, 
and Shara Stone - when they were 
involved in a fatal collision on the 
same stretch of road in 2003. 

He said: “With the amount of life 
this road has claimed, we urgently 
need new safe crossings.” 

The Ramblers Association and the 
British Horse Society have backed 
calls for new A127 crossings. 

A high fence which prevents walk¬ 
ers from crossing the A127 ends at the 
Oak Lane right of way, where gaps 
enable crossing, and a sign at the site 
states that there is a public footpath. 

However, instead of ensuring resi¬ 
dents can use the right of way. County 
Hall has erected signs instructing peo¬ 
ple not to use it. 

Essex Council’s website says it has 
‘a statutory duty to maintain and pro¬ 
tect’ public rights of way. 

It adds: “It is illegal to obstruct a 
public right of way.” 

Asked why it was failing to ensure 


the right of way was accessible, a 
council spokesman said that while the 
law requires it to provide a crossing, if 
a public right of way is interrupted by 
a motorway, there is no legal require¬ 
ment to provide a crossing if it is 
interrupted by an A-road. 

Access campaigners claimed the 
law existed because it is impossible to 
cross a motorway, whereas it is usual¬ 
ly possible to cross an A-road. 

However, they said increasing con¬ 
gestion on the A127 in recent years 
meant it was almost impossible to 
cross, with more than a dozen legal 
rights of way now blocked, preventing 
walkers and horse-riders from access¬ 
ing large areas of countryside. 

Ramblers Association spokeswoman 
Katherine Evans said: “Swathes of 
Essex are becoming linear no-go areas 
due to the impossibility of crossing 
our older major roads like the A127. 
We would like to see a review of 
minor road and public footpath and 


bridleway crossings on the A127 and 
other major roads that have become 
impossible to use. 

“We realise there isn’t money for 
foot, cycle and bridleway bridges 
everywhere, but priority should be 
given to crossings near where people 
live, go to school and work.” 

Campaigners said they feared Essex 
Council would simply close the rights 
of way instead of observing their legal 
duty to maintain and protect them. 

A March 2014 report by Essex and 
Southend councils, titled ‘A 127 - 
Corridor for Growth - An Economic 
Plan’, stated: “There are 12 locations 
where public rights of way cross the 
A127, from the M25 up to the 
Southend boundary. There are no con¬ 
trolled crossing points. 

“Pedestrians wishing to cross the 
A127 have to either use signalised 
crossing points at junctions or cross 
the live carriageway at specified at- 
grade locations - for example, where

there are gaps in the central reserve 
safety fence. 

“It is suggested that each crossing 
point is examined and improvements 
considered, or, preferably, the crossing 
point removed completely.” 

The report added that three foot¬ 
bridges crossing the A127 in 
Southend were not legally compliant 
as they were not accessible for dis¬ 
abled people. 

Asked to respond to campaigners’ 
comments, Essex Council said: “We 
are urgently looking at all the legal 
and practical issues around how best 
to prevent further tragedies on the 
A127. The absolute priority is safety. 

“We are working very closely with 
representatives of communities living 
near to the roa^ Essex Police and 
Basildon Council to consider all the 
available options.”

FOI rap for council

GRIEVING relatives had to wait up to 
six years for their loved-ones’ deaths 
to be investigated, according to docu¬ 
ments released by Essex Council. 

The claim was among more than 60 
complaints about the Essex coroners 
service, finally made public this month 
after the Yellow Advertiser won a 19- 
month legal battle with County Hall. 

The Information Commissioner’s 
Office (ICO) ruled Essex Council had 
committed four legal breaches by fail¬ 
ing to release the information after the 
YA requested it in June 2014. 

The public body said County Hall 
had failed to properly search for infor¬ 
mation and release it within the legal 
time limit. The ICO also ruled that the 
small amount the Essex Council did 
release was improperly redacted. 

Essex Council has apologised to the 
YA since the ruling, and said its infor¬ 
mation staff had been retrained in light 
of the decision. 

Data released this month, since the 
ICO’s ruling, showed that between 
2009 and 2014, Essex Council record¬ 
ed 43 complaints about delays in the 
coroners service. 

However, some formal complaints 
logged before 2011 had been deleted 
by the time Essex Council conducted a 
proper search under the ICO’s instruc¬ 
tion, meaning others could have been 
lost since the YA requested them. 

For five of the surviving complaints. 


the council said it logged too few 
details to be able to provide the YA 
with even a one-line summary of what 
they had been about. 

Existing complaints included families 
who said they endured waits of four, 
five and six years for investigations into 
their relatives’ deaths to be concluded. 

Essex Council also received two com¬ 
plaints from funeral directors and one 
from a crematorium about ‘delays’. 

The documents also reveal continual 
complaints about poor communication 
of information from the coroner’s ser¬ 
vice to families and the press. 

One complaint said the service was 
‘not sharing public interest informa¬ 
tion’. 

The YA requested details of com¬ 
plaints made about the service in July 
2014, a month after senior coroner 
Caroline Beasley-Murray received an 
official sanction from the Judicial 
Conduct Investigations Office for 
delaying an inquest. 

The coroners service has no legal 
duty to comply with the Freedom of 
Information Act, so the YA requested 
information held by Essex Council, to 
which the service is attached. 

The authority had a legal duty to 
respond within 20 working days, but 
instead waited 11 months. 

In May 2015, civil servants refused 
to release even basic details of com¬ 
plaints about the taxpayer-funded 
coroners service, claiming the infor¬ 
mation was ‘personal’. 

In August 2015, several months after 
the YA reported Essex Council to the 
ICO, the authority admitted it ‘could 



MORE INFORMATION: Essex 

coroners service, led by Beasley- 

Murray, pictured, has promised to 

improve communications with 

families and the press 

have done more’ to answer the E4’s 

questions. 

County Hall released details of 
seven formal complaints, but when the 
ICO continued investigating at the 
E4’s request, a further 58 complaints 
were unearthed. 

The ICO’s official ruling stated: “On 
two occasions, the commissioner identi¬ 
fied a substantial amount of additional 
information that was held by the council, 
falling within the scope of the request. 

“Regrettably, these errors have fur¬ 
ther compounded the substantial ini¬ 
tial delay that the complainant experi¬ 
enced while awaiting a response to this 
request. The commissioner trusts that 
the council will make improvements 


to its handling of requests.” 

Essex Council said it ‘acknowledged 
and fully accepted’ the findings. A 
spokesman said; “On this occasion we 
did not provide all of the information we 
could have done and in recent months 
we have undertaken additional training 
with staff to improve their ability to bet¬ 
ter manage requests for information. 

“We are continually looking to 
improve our customer service and much 
of this work has been taking place since 
the period this request covers. In the 
coming weeks a new Coroner’s website 
will go live. This will provide important 
and real-time information on the service 
and forthcoming inquests.” 

The council, which handles press 
queries for the coroner’s service, did 
not respond to questions about what 
had been done to minimise delays and 
improve communication.

Hospital team looks 
to inspire a stroke 
storyline in TV show 



CONSULTANTS at Southend 
University Hospital may have a 
thing or two to teach ace clini¬ 
cal lead Connie Beauchamp 
from hit BBC show Casualty. 

A story assistant from the 
Saturday night drama visited 
the hospital to gain a greater 
insight into the hospital’s 
award-winning stroke service. 

Southend is a leader in stroke 
care and story assistant, 
Hannah Durham, travelled from 
the filming home of Casualty in 
Cardiff, which acts as the loca¬ 
tion of the A&E department of 
Holby City Hospital. 

The visit was organised 
thanks to stroke consultant Dr 
Sajid Alam, who is a huge fan 
of the show and its sister series, 
Holby City. 

He said: “My wife and I 
always watch it and I thought 
that we could offer a fresh and 
unique perspective into stroke 
which we haven’t seen covered 
on the show.” 

One visit later and Hannah 
was instantly wowed by all she 
learnt from an in-depth talk and 
tour by Dr Alam and the stroke 
team, such as how it can affect 
young people and symptoms 
that can be masked by making 
sufferers appear as if they have 
been drinking. 

Hannah also got to meet 


world renowned interventional 
neuroradiologist Professor Iris 
Grunwald, who discussed her 
work with thrombectomy where 
she quite literally pulls out 
blood clots using a fine wire 
inserted into the patient’s vein. 

Southend is one of only a 
handful of hospitals in the UK 
to perform this pioneering pro¬ 
cedure. 

Dr Alam said: “Obviously 
Casualty is a fictional drama 
but it has to reflect the real 
medical world and its advances, 
it can also help educate the 


viewer in conditions such as 
stroke. 

“If we can help influence the 
show and get that message out 
on a prime time Saturday night 
then we could help save lives 
not just across Essex but across 
the whole UK.” 

It is yet to be decided if the 
visit will inspire elements of a 
future episode, but information 
gathered on the day will now be 
shared at story meetings and 
with scriptwriters, as well as 
with staff on Casualty’s sister 
show Holby City.

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Police rated ‘inadequate’ 
for protecting vulnerable 

Force rapped for work with missing children and tackiing sexual exploitation 


ESSEX Police has been graded 
“inadequate” for protecting 
vulnerable people. 

Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary described “seri¬ 
ous weaknesses” in the force’s 
ability to safeguard individuals 
from harm. 

The report comes weeks after 
another government assess¬ 
ment criticised the service’s 
failings. 

The HMIC report said: “The 
force’s response to victims of 
domestic abuse is poor. 

“There is confusion as to 
roles and responsibilities 
amongst officers in medium 
and standard risk cases result¬ 
ing in safeguarding opportuni¬ 
ties being missed. 

“Not all officers charged 
with investigating high risk 
cases are appropriately trained 
and experienced. 

“These weak processes are 
leading to inappropriate risk 
assessments that are leaving 
vulnerable children at risk. 

“It was clear that officers do 
not always understand the link 
between missing children and 
child sexual exploitation. 

“The force is unprepared to 
tackle child sexual exploita¬ 
tion. 



REPORT: HM Inspectorate of Constabulary raised concerns

“The force has a poor under¬ 
standing of the nature and scale 
of child sexual exploitation and 
knowledge and awareness 
among frontline staff are limit¬ 
ed which adversely affects 
their ability to identify and 
respond to cases.” 

The force said it accepted the 
report’s criticisms, but insisted 
that significant improvements 
had been made regards child 
protection. 

The NSPCC criticised Essex 


Police over its failure to protect 
children from sex crime. 

A spokesman said: “It’s 
deeply disturbing that HMIC 
has rated Essex Police’s as hav¬ 
ing a “significant weakness” in 
its response to missing and 
absent children and its pre¬ 
paredness to tackle child sexu¬ 
al exploitation. 

“It is also incredibly concern¬ 
ing that frontline staff have 
limited knowledge and aware¬ 
ness of child sexual exploita¬ 


tion which hampers their abili¬ 
ty to identify and respond to 
cases. 

“This seems a remarkable 
state of affairs considering the 
high profile trials of grooming 
gangs in Rotherham, Rochdale 
and elsewhere which sharply 
brought into focus the failings 
of police forces in investigating 
these crimes and supporting 
young victims. 

“As more victims of child 
abuse and exploitation contin¬ 
ue to come forward, it’s essen¬ 
tial that all police forces are 
properly trained and equipped 
to respond to these most horrif¬ 
ic of crimes.” 

Deputy Chief Constable 
Matthew Horne said: “We 
accept the report’s criticisms of 
the force’s work protecting vul¬ 
nerable people including chil¬ 
dren and victims of domestic 
abuse. 

“This is our highest priority 
and inspections last year which 
led to this report and one yet to 
be published on child protec¬ 
tion have already been met 
with significant improvements 
in how we work to protect vul¬ 
nerable people at risk of some 
of the most evil crimes in soci¬ 
ety. 


“The report also finds that 
we need to work harder to 
translate our commitment and 
strong planning on crime 
reduction and prevention into 
consistent action across the 
county. 

“Our new community polic¬ 
ing teams, in place from later 
this spring, will focus on work¬ 
ing hand-in-hand with local 
authorities through community 
safety hubs. 

“These partnerships will 
focus on tackling anti-social 
behaviour and crime and make 
our communities better 
places.” 

Mr Horne added: “Her 
Majesty’s Inspectors have 
found over the past year that 
Essex Police is an efficient, 
fair force with strong leader¬ 
ship in place within the organi¬ 
sation and a commitment to 
working in close partnership 
outside it. We are a big, diverse 
county with some incredibly 
difficult challenges but every 
day I witness the commitment, 
drive and outstanding exam¬ 
ples of individual and team 
bravery and decision-making 
that gives me confidence in our 
ability to keep Essex safe now 
and in the future.” 


Grief of death 
crash family 

A MOTORIST has been jailed 
for causing the death of a 22- 
year-old man through dangerous 
driving in Rayleigh last year. 

Christopher Scott, 32, of St 
Marks Lane, Rochford, was sen¬ 
tenced to three years and eight 
months at Southend Crown 
Court and banned from driving 
for three years 

He was driving a silver BMW 
coupe which collided with a tele¬ 
graph pole in Hockley Road at 
3.15am on January 25, 2015. 

Passenger Oliver King from 
Leigh died following the colli¬ 
sion. 

Mr King’s family said in state¬ 
ment after the sentencing: “The 
past year since my treasured son 
Oliver died in a road accident has 
been devastating for me, my fam¬ 
ily and Oliver’s friends. 

“I never thought that I would 
lose my son at age 22. He was a 
wonderful son. Handsome, with 
a beautiful physique, a tremen¬ 
dous wit and so caring. 

“Thankfully the legal process is 
now complete but no outcome 
will bring Oliver back which is 
the only thing that I want. 

“In my heart I feel sorry for Mr 
Scott and his family for what 
they have gone through and have 
to go through. 

“I have lost my only child and 
the love of my life from which I 
will never recover. 

“I would like to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to thank the large number 
of people who have supported 
me through this tragedy and 
through whom I have gained so 
much strength.”

WORK started on Monday to build two new 
pedestrian crossings by the busy Harp House 
roundabout near Southend Airport. 

Staggered puffin signal crossings are to be 
installed on Rochford Road and Eastwoodbury 
Crescent to improve pedestrian safety and access 
at the Harp House Roundabout, which serves the 
airport and its retail park. 

At the same time, the existing crossings on 
Southend Road and Manners Way will also be 
upgraded to include improve pedestrian access, 
particularly for the elderly. 

The work will start with the installation of a 
traffic island on Eastwoodbury Crescent, associ¬ 
ated crossing infrastructure, realignment of the 
pavement and upgrades to street lights. 

Work to upgrade the existing crossings on 
Southend Road and Manners Way will take place 
at the same time. 

Similar activity will then take place on 
Rochford Road, followed by upgrades to two bus 
stops, to include the installation of larger shelters 
and real-time passenger information d^isplays. 


The council says it will be making every 
attempt to keep disruption to motorists, residents 
and businesses to a minimum and only plans to 
work outside peak hours, namely Mondays to 
Fridays between 9.30am and 3.30pm and 
between Sam and 4pm at weekends. 

Traffic on the approaches to the roundabout 
will need to be reduced to single lanes at times 
while this work takes place. 

Cllr Martin Terry, executive member for public 
protection, waste and transport, said: “Making 
sure that people can safely cross our borough’s 
roads simply has to be top of the council’s agen¬ 
da. 

“This is also an important location for different 
bus routes and the new crossings and shelters 
will help people enormously. 

“I kindly ask that local people bear with us 
while this work takes place and plan in some 
extra time for their journeys to and from the air¬ 
port and retail park.” 

The new crossings are scheduled to be in oper¬ 
ation by mid-spring.

Shedding 
light on 
business park

Wood burning 
stove health 
hazards 

REGARDING wood burning 
stoves (YA, Leb 12), we agree 
with Edwina White because 
cigarettes are obviously not the 
only source of harmful smoke. 

Burning wood creates diox¬ 
ins, furans, carbon monoxide, 
carbon dioxide, dangerously 
hazardous particulates and 
nitrogen oxides. The fact is not 


all natural substances are 
harmless and we are being 
subjected to levels of toxic 
pollutants from wood burning 
that are far higher than from 
any other source. 

Unlike highly regulated 
industries, wood burning 
stoves are in our neighbour¬ 
hoods and some hotspot areas 
have recorded pollution levels 
comparable to traffic fumes. 

Stoves are one of the most 
significant sources of the toxin 
dioxin. Even modem EPA-cer- 
tified wood burning stoves still 
emit highly toxic levels of 
dioxin and these certified 
stoves degrade with use to the 
point where the particulate 
emissions are comparable to 
non-certified stoves. 

Also pollutants from modem 
wood-fuelled appliances are 
usually higher than those from 
an equivalent gas fired appli¬ 
ance. Most of these harmful 
pollutants don’t go up in 
smoke either; they do not rise. 

They can stay around ground 
level for up to 10 days and 
longer in cold weather. 

Scientists are working on 
this problem and have shown 
particulate levels inside homes 
reach up to 70 per cent of the 
pollution levels found outside. 

Moreover, doctors and scien¬ 
tists agree that the pollutants 
involved can exacerbate asth¬ 
ma, lung and heart conditions 
and stroke; those with existing 
health problems, children and 
the elderly are most vulnera¬ 
ble. More worryingly, nearly 
one million homes in Britain 
now have these stoves. 

The basic rule is: If you can 
smell the foul odour of wood 


smoke you are breathing in 
pollution hazardous to your 
health. 

Our new-build bungalow 
came fitted with a wood burn¬ 
ing stove, but thankfully we 
are fortunate enough to have 
an efficient underfloor heating 
system, so have never used it. 

We believe much of the more 
serious pollution stems from 
ignorance and misuse. Many 
combustibles are not safe to 
burn in bonfires, fires and 
stoves. 

If in doubt, be sensible and 
always read instructions or 
seek advice; information is 
readily available online. 

• Only recommended types 
of fuel should be used in 
stoves. Green wood MUST be 
kept in a dry place for at least 
one year preferably two - 
damp wood is harder to burn 
and causes more hazardous 
smoke. 

• Use clean dry wood/sea¬ 
soned hardwood - soft wood 
leaves more deposits in chim¬ 
neys. 

• Never burn painted or 
treated wood, household waste, 
clothing and coloured paper - 
all of which can produce 
harmful chemicals and more 
hazardous smoke. 

• Chimneys should be swept 
pre and post every winter’s 
use. 

• Ash should be removed 
after each burning - keep your 
fire place/appliance clean. 

• Ensure good ventilation. 

We respectfully suggest that 

if you have an efficient alter¬ 
native means to heat your 
home, you should make better 
use of it and save the stove for 


emergencies and the odd spe¬ 
cial occasion. Be responsible 
and you, the planet and your 
neighbours will undoubtedly 
benefit. 

Councils, please investigate 
this increasing problem and at 
least consider strict safety 
guidelines. We have the right 
to avoid cigarette smoke, but 
alarmingly we have no escape 
or easy redress when fuel-gen¬ 
erated toxic smoke enters our 
own homes and gardens.

Smith, the 
daughter of a 
Nottinghannshire 
vicar, made it 
her mission to 
reinvigorate the 
Christian holiday 
of Mothering 
Sunday. 

In 1914 she 
was inspired by 
American, Anna Jarvis, who campaigned to 
make Mother's Day a recognised holiday. 

Anna's campaign in the USA began in 
1905, the year her mother, Ann Reeves 
Jarvis, a peace activist who cared for 
wounded soldiers on both sides of the Civil 
War, died. 

She held a memorial for her mother at St 
Andrew's Methodist Church, West Virginia - 
which now holds the International Mother's 
Day Shrine - and by 1911 all US states were 
observing the holiday. 

Inspired by Anna, Constance published a 
book. The Revival of Mothering Sunday, 
and created the Mothering Sunday 
Movement. 

Thanks to her more than 25 years’ pro¬ 
moting its celebration. Mothering Sunday 
was observed and re-established across 
the Church or England and in society.

HCLLYWCCD has never 
been shy about resetting 
the delicate, glittering jewels 
of foreign cinema as gaudy 
showcases for A-list stars. 

When Argentinian writer- 
director Juan Jose 
Campanella won the Cscar 
for his serpentine 2009 
thriller El Secreto De Sus 
Cjos, it was only a matter of 
time before an English-lan¬ 
guage version surfaced. 

The sturdy structure and 
hairpin twists remain firmly 
in place, but the original 
film's politically charged set¬ 
ting - the volatile period 
before Argentina's Dirty 
War - has been replaced by 
the paranoia and fear that 
percolated across America 
in the aftermath of the 
September 11 attacks.

Cobb (Julia Roberts), who 
works as an investigator for 
district attorney Martin 
Morales (Alfred Molina). 

Flanked by his partner 
Bumpy Willis (Dean Norris), 
Ray identifies a comic book- 
obsessed misfit called 
Marzin (Joe Cole) as the 
prime suspect.

January, caused a stir but he says he hasn't 
seen the reaction as he switches off from 
media or social media response after televi¬ 
sion shows go out. 

“People I’ve spoken to seem to think it’s 
one of the best things I’ve done, which is 
lovely to hear. It’s a show that makes you 
feel uncomfortable, which of course means 
that some quarters will peddle their peculiar 
brand of outrage. 

“I suppose that’s a sign that it’s worked. 
More than that I keep away from, and am 
happy to not know what the reactions are. 

“If I like it, and the participants have got 
something out of it, then I’m happy.” 

With plans to stop touring for a while, 
Brown says he will miss Sunday roasts and 
changes of scene, among other things. 

He said: “I enjoy the ease of having a 
group of friends; it’s something I’ve never 
had socially. 

“I choose my team based more than any¬ 
thing on how delightful they are to spend 
time with. 

“Having a drink and a chat after the show 
as we all wind down is just wonderful. I like 
the change from week to week. 

“Cne city feels like home, like you’ve been 


there forever, and then you’re off and it all 
starts again. That’s fun, I like changes of 
scene. And Sunday roasts as we travel from 
one city to another. 

“Then there’s ‘day-off socks’. We have to 
wear black socks for the show so we go 
wild on Sundays and try to outdo each other 
with the wildest socks we can find. 

“We’re pretty rock ‘n’ roll like that. I think 
the Stones did the same in the 70s.” 

While he will be taking a break, there are 
other chapters just around the corner for 
Brown as he hopes to publish a book about 
happiness this year, and will see his ride - 
Derren Brown’s Ghost Train - open at 
Thorpe Park in May. 

He adds: “I hope it’ll scare and delight in 
equal measure. It’s been a huge project and 
an extraordinary opportunity to have fun with 
the latest technology and let my imagination 
run wild. 

“Nothing of its kind exists, so I’ll be eager 
to hear from the first people who ride it and 
find out what they make of it.”

T he planting of 100,000 trees 
has transformed the land¬ 
scape of the largest site in 
Thames Chase since it opened in 
2002 . 

While a variety of tree species at 
Pages Wood, between Upminster 
and Harold Wood, is still maturing, 
they have already transformed the 
former adjacent farmsteads of 
Mount Pleasant and Pages Farm 
for the benefit of visitors. 

As the woodland continues to 
grow it begins to flank great 
swathes of open grassland and 
pathways, all of which are explored 
by everyone from ramblers and 
runners to cyclists and horse rid¬ 
ers. 

Pages Wood, which spans an 
area of 182 acres (74 hectares), 
offers 6.5km of walking and 
cycling paths, as well as 2.2km of 
bridlepaths, situated in a wonderful 
valley of green space that dips 
down from the wood's main car 
park off Hall Lane, Upminster, to 
the River Ingrebourne, and then 
uphill to Harold Wood. 

Three bridges at the site, includ¬ 
ing one in the north west towards 
Harold Wood, and another to the 
south west, connected the mead¬ 
ows and created a large area of 
green space, as well as a mosaic 


of habitats for wildlife. 

Throughout the year there are a 
variety of birds to see, from winter¬ 
ing fieldfare and redwings in 
January, and kestrels hunting from 
perches in February, to migrating 
martins and swallows in 
September and flocks of finches in 
October. 

Other highlights at the site 
include yellowhammer calling in 
May, skylark flight songs in June, 
water voles in July and dragonflies 
in August. 

While reputedly Pages Wood was 
once part of the Royal Hunting 
Forest of Havering, owned by King 
Harold, it is now part of Thames 
Ohase Oommunity Forest that cov¬ 
ers 40 square miles of countryside 
in the boroughs of Barking and 
Dagenham, Havering, Brentwood 
and Thurrock. 

Over the past 25 years extensive 
work has taken place to regener¬ 
ate pockets of land in these areas 
that have suffered in the past from 
gravel and sand extraction and 
landfill, as well as loss of farmland 
and natural woodland. 



So far, more than two million 
trees have been planted within the 
community forest - 100,000 of 
which are at Pages Wood - and 
new areas of meadow, woods and 
ponds have been created as well 
as cycle routes, bridleways and 
footpaths. 

The long-term goal for Thames 
Chase Community Forest is to 
cover 30 per cent of open land 


with woodland and connect all the 
natural and historic attractions so 
everyone can travel from one to the 
other without using a busy road. 

In the meantime, if you want to 
walk the dog, see wildlife, stretch 
your legs on a run or ride a bike 
with the family. Pages Wood is a 
fantastic place to go. 

If you want to wander further 
then cross from Pages Wood to 


Harold Court Woods to the north 
west of the site, and Tylers 
Common and Tylers Wood to the 
north east. At Pages Wood you 
can connect to the London Loop, 
allowing you to roam further afield, 
and Sustrans cycle route 136 goes 
through Pages Wood from Hall 
Lane and into Harold Wood Park.

Balance family budget with bargain Insignia 



By Jon Smith 


THE Vauxhall Insignia has been around for 
eight years now, but oontinuous develop¬ 
ment and a faoelift in 2013 have kept it fresh 
and fighting - and it remains seriously good 
family value. 

One of best models to go for from the 
range is the Sports Tourer SRI Nav with new 
“whisper” diesel 1.6-litre engine, offering the 
oombined inoreased praotioality of an estate 
with miserly eoonomy. 

True to its niokname the latest engine is 
muoh quieter than older Vauxhall diesels. 

In faot, this eooFLEX unit has a degree of 
smoothness and refinement that puts it at 
the helm of the ourrent orop of oilburners. 

With a oapaoity of 1,598oo you tend to 
question whether the task of hauling a size¬ 
able five-seater estate is too great. 

But with a generous 236lb/ft of torque the 
Vauxhall has a big heart. It’s a responsive 
unit that reaots quiokly to the throttle so long 
as revs are kept flowing above the 2,000rpm 
mark and real-life driving sees averages of 
45-48mpg. 

Running oosts are reasonable with emis¬ 
sions of 114g/km and an offioial government 
average of 65.7mpg. 

Performanoe is brisk rather than rapid with 
62mph ooming up in 11.4 seoonds and a 
maximum of 124mph, and the SRI is fitted 
with lowered and beefed up sports suspen¬ 
sions. 

Cornering and ride quality are possibly its 


weakest areas - nothing unsafe or shook- 
ing - but there’s a laok of fluenoy in the ride 
and no real inoentive to push hard through 
oorners beoause of a laok of general athleti- 
oism. 

Of more interest, though, to most people 
interested in this seotor will be load spaoe. 

Despite quite a high load deok, the Insignia 
oan swallow up 540 litres of oargo with rear 
seats in plaoe and up to 1,530 litres when 
they are folded down (these split 60-40). 

These stats are generous enough, but trail 
rivals suoh as the VW Passat and Ford 


Mondeo slightly, and are a longer way 
behind market leader, Skoda Superb, whioh 
absorbs more than 2,000 litres. 

Under the boot floor, there’s a small shal¬ 
low area where you oan hide away valu¬ 
ables. 

The oabin uses good quality materials and 
has a sensible, easy-to-operate design. 

A oleaner oonsole inoorporating standard 
sat nav is both easier to read and smarter. 

The oentral oddment box is on the small 
size, but there are generous door pookets 
and a good-sized glove box. 


The steering wheel is adjustable for both 
height and reaoh, and the driver’s seat has 
multiple adjustments, but I wasn’t able set it 
quite high enough for my ideal position. 

Both driver’s and passenger’s seat squabs 
are made to extend. 

Those in the rear have deoent head and 
legroom and it is quite possible to seat three 
abreast if required. 

When just two are on board, use oan be 
made of a oentral armrest whioh inoludes 
two oup holders. 

This oar was fitted with optional 19-inoh 
alloys, whioh look great but probably impair 
the ride standard a tad. 

It also had front and rear parking sensors 
at £450. 

With a basio prioe tag of £23,724, the SRI 
Nav 1.6 CDTI is undoubtedly a real bargain 
for a family driver with an eye on the budget.

SOUTHEND United boss Phil

Burton settled and started to ask 
the sterner questions. Adam Barrett 
reacted quickly to stub out the 
threat of Stuart Beavon, while Rob¬ 
bie Weir tested Bentley with a crisp 
strike from distance.
